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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the Office action dated November 18, 2004 the Amendment 
has been received on January 1 0, 2005. 

Claim 1 has been amended. 

Claims 1-20 are currently pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 - 
20 are allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a patient table having 
longitudinally extending center line and comprising: an elongated patient support pallet 
cantilevered from the upper base laterally across the center line of the table, so that the 
second side of the pallet is laterally across the center line of the table, so that the 
second side of the pallet is laterally offset from the center line opposite the upper base, 
whereby the lift arm and the upper base do not prevent a C-shaped arm supporting an 
X-ray source and an X-ray detector from being moved longitudinally along a full length 
of the patient pallet while one of the X-ray source and the X-ray detector is positioned 
over the pallet in alignment with the center line and the other of the X-ray source and 
the X-ray detector is positioned under the pallet in alignment with the center line as 
claimed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
